A MUTINY AT SEA. 


BY CHARLES B. LEWIS. 


The Norwich was a bark of about 700 


tons, plying between Liverpool and the 
South American coast, and she carried 
trom D to 15 passengers on her outward 
trip. Of the ten passengers two were 
servant girls going out to English lam- 
Ui.es,- five were men who were in search 
of health or adventure, and the other 
hres consisted of a man, his wife and a 
daughter 10 years old. The crew was 
made up of Englishmen, Americans, 
Swedes and lascars and was neither 
setter nor worse than the average. That 
rrouble came, followed by a tragedy, 
wns not their fault as a crew, though 
some of them had to suffer for it. 


It was my second voyage as an ap- 


prentice, and though I was not taken 
nto the confidence of the men I came 
;o know all. 
From the hour of taking 


iommand Gaptaia Shaw showed himself 
;o be one of the most cruel and hard 
hearted masters afloat. He had been al- 
owed to select new mates to please 
jimself, and they were men after his 
own heart. We were not yet off sound- 
ngs when the officers began knocking 
he men about, and inside of three days 
he crew were a unit in declaring that 
he bark was a floating hell. 


Tie crew of the Norwich were a will- 


ing lot, and they had no fault to fiud 
bout being weak handed or -with the 
irovisions. So far as I could observe 
nd so far as testimony went later ou, 
hey gave the officers no cause forknock- 
ng them about as was done. When we 
were four days out, one man was laid 
up with a broken arm, a second was in 


is bunk with a broken head, and no 


man had escaped being knocked down, 


had been rope's ended and kicked and 


cuffed by the chief mate, in whose 
watch T was, until some of the passen- 


ers went to Captain Shaw to complain, 


and yet no boy was willing to work 
larder or rtm faster at the word of com- 
mand. 


The protests of the passengers camsed 
row aft and a change in the usage of 
he crew. As to the change, the mates 
were instructed not to exhibit temper 
while the passengers were about, but at 
night, when they could do it unobserved, 
;hey knocked the men about with more 
aeartiness than before. The sailor with 
;he broken arm would have had no care 
ac all except for the passengers, and the 
'act that he was an inoumbrance seemed 
to harden the hearts of the 
officers 


against all the rest of us,. Unless there 
is treasure on board to be seized and di- 
vided a mutiny is a matter to grow by 
slow degrees. It is rare that mutiny 
comes about through ill usage. The 
average sailor, will submit to thirst, 
lunger and cruelty a hundred times 
over before he is ready to rise in defi- 
ance and take the ship out of the hands 
of her lawful officers. But there is a 
limit to oven what sailors can stand. 
But for the sympathy clearly shown by 
:he single men among the passengers 
rhere might have been no mutiny, al- 
;hough I am sure that after the first 
week afloat some of the men were plot- 
ting to make an example of the mate by 
striking him down during his watch 
and throwing his body overboard. It 
was not that the passengers came among 
us and expressed their sympathy in 
so many words, though a word was 
dropped now and then, but their looks 
and actions plainly told us with whom 
they took sides. While that sympathy 
was merited and justly placed, it was a 
dangerous thing for all concerned and 
led to lamentable results. Had the men 
not been sure of it they would have 
turned for revenge in somo other direc- 
tion. One life might have been taken, 
but things would have stopped there. 


As I said, the men did not take me 


into their confidence, as I was only a 
boy, and they feared me, but I saw and 
heard enough to satisfy me of the gen- 
eral feeling and to make sure, after we 
bad got down to the south of the Azores, 
that a climax was at hand. We were a 
short handed crew when we left Liver 
pool, and one able seaman was laid up 
almost at once, and from that time on 
more or less of the men were partly dis- 
abled. This made it hard work to sail 
the bark, and on several occasions both 
mates had to go aloft to help out. What 
brought the climax to a head was the 
action of the mate one night soon after 
coming on watch at midnight. We had 
a following wind and plenty of it, and 
though one of the best men in the ship 
was at the wheel the nicest steering 
could not prevent her from swing- 
ing off her course now and then. Had 
there been two men at the wheel the re- 
sult would have been the same, and it 
was something not to be fouufl fault 
with under the circumstances. The 
mate, however, used it as an excuse to 
attack the sailor and do him grievous 
damage, and as the poor fellow lay on 
the deck unconscious he was kicked in 
the face again and again. 
When the 


watch on deck saw this, they rushed afl 
in a body and attacked the mate. He 
made a hot fight of it, but was thrown 
overboard without being much hurt. 
The men then brought the bark to the 
wind, and just as the maneuver was 
completed the captain and watch below 
and three of the passengers appeared. 
Had the captain been the right sort o: 
man the mutiny would have ended 
there, but be rushed upon the sailors

BANNA GUILTY OF BUIBEll?. 


The State Senate of Ohio, which has 


been 
investigating 
the 
charges of 


bribery against M. A. Hanna, has 
found him guilty of the crime, and re- 
port him unfit to represent the State 
in the Senate. The reporf, which was 
signed by four of the five members of 
the committee, including Republicans 
and Democrats, reviews the testimony 
at length. It states tbat Hanna and 
others implicated m the bribery of 
members were eubpenaed to appear be- 
fore tbe committee to be given oppor- 
tunity to explain away the charges, but 
they refused to do so and purposely 
absented themselves from the State. 
The committee Bnds from the evidence 
lhnt Senator M. A, Hanua is guilty of 
the crime of attempting to bribe mem- 
bers of the Legislature to vote for 
him, and it respectfully submit*, that 
such a mau us Marcus A Hanna is not 
fit to repreireut the great Slate of Ohio 
in the United States Seuate and that 
he should be expelled from that, august 
body as an act of public justice. 


The Senate sustained tbe report of 


the committee aud resolved that an 
authenticated copy of the testimony 
taken aud *he report be transmitted to 
the President of the United States 
Senate. 


Hanna was determined to be United 


States Senator from Ohio at any price 
and succeeded by bribing members tc 
vote for him. In the Senate he was in- 
tent on maintaining peace with Spain 
at any price, but failed. He will now 
endeavor to hold his seat in the Senate 
at any price, and in that he may be 
successful. 


HALF A MILLION VOLUNTEERS. 


The Governors of the several States 


have tendered the President, enough 
volunteers to make an army of half a 
million men. Ouly one-fourth of that 
number is called for by the President's 
proclamation and it is not yet known 
whether the Inter-mountain States, 
that is, the States lying between the 
Missouri and the Pacific, will be called 
upon to furnitih a company of volun- 
teers. It is possible tbat volunteers 
from the inter-mountain region may 
be called out for duty along tbe Pacific 
Coast, but it is not probable that auy 
of them will be sent to Cuba

The Governor first girea in full the 
resolutions adopted by the State Board 
of Health, which iu detail refers to the 
climatic conditions prevailing on the 
Paoiflu Coast threatening severe drouth 
and owing to this the threatened inva- 
sion of large bands or cattle ul?o 
horaes from those portions of Califor- 
nia lying within the quarantine line 
established by the United States Gov- 
ernment. The Governor is asked to 
issue a proclamation prohibiting the 
introduction of all horned cattle nnr] 
horses into this State from biich quai- 
antined regions exc«pt during thn lime 
from November 15ih of each year until 
February 15th ot the next succeeding 
year. Horned cattle, or horses in transit 
are excepted, providing they are uot 
allowed to leave the cars within the 
boundaries of the State only fnr rest- 
ing and feeding pui poses <\ud this at 
regular quarantine 
stations.

A Bebnke by General Wuhineton That 


Evidently Frightened the Owner. 


Major William Pierce left behind 


him a partial record of the debates in 
Philadelphia •which supplement those 
of Madison, Yates and King; also the 
following anecdote: 


When the convention first opened at 


Philadelphia, there were a number of 
propositions brought forward as great 
leading principles for the new govern- 
ment to be established for the United 
States. A copy of these propositions was 
given to each member, with an injunc- 
tion to keep everything a profound se- 
cret. One morning, by accident, one of 
the members dropped his copy of the 
propositions, which, being luckily pick- 
ed up by General Mifflin, was presented 
to General Washington, our president, 
who put it in his pocket. After the de- 
bates of the day were over and the ques- 
tion for adjournment was called for the 
general arose from his seat and, previ- 
ous to his putting the question, address- 
ed the convention in the following man- 
ner:"Gentlemen, I am sorry to find that 
some one member of this body has been 
so neglectful of the secrets of the con- 
vention as to drop in the statehouse a 
copy of their proceedings, which by ac- 
cident was picked up and delivered to 
me this morning. I must entreat gen- 
tlemen to be more careful, lest our 
uansactions ge1; in to the newspapers and 
disturb the public repose by premature 
speculations. I know not whose paper 
it is, but there it is (throwing it down 
on the table). Let him who owns it take 
it." At the same time he bowed, picked 
up his hat and quitted the room with a 
dignity so severe that every person 
seemed alarmed. For my part, I was 
extremely so, for, putting my hand in 
my pocket, I missed my copy of the 
same paper, but, advancing up to the 
table, my fears soon dissipated. I found 
it to be the handwriting of another per- 
son. When I went to my lodgings at 
the Indian Queen, I found my copy in a 
coat pocket which I had pulled off that 
morning. It is something remarkable 
that no person ever owned the paper.—

There was 
much talk as to what should be done, 
but it amounted to nothing until after 
breakfast next morning. Then every- 
body aboard the bark except the woman 
and her daughter gathered aft for a talk. 
Two or three of the passengers were 
outspoken in their sympathy for the 
men, and all others were at least neu- 
tral. At the instance of the seaman who 
had charge of the craft a paper was 
drawn up setting forth all the facts in 
the case," and this was signed by both 
passengers and sailors. 


No one aboard knew anything about 


navigation, and it was at first proposed 
that we remain where we were and fly 
a signal of distress. In the course of 
two or three days we were sure to be 
sighted and relieved. This plan was. 
agreeable to all for a few hours, but 
after awhile the mutineers began to 
grow nervous and afraid. No matter 
what cause they had for mutiny, they 
had taken three lives, and no matter 
what testimony the passengers might 
give a British court would surely inflict 
severe. punishment. There was really 
no ringleader. One was as guilty as the 
other, and all might expect the same 
punishment. As this came to be talked 
over the men decided not to wait to be 
taken prisoners and carried home for 
trial. If they would escape, even tem- 
porarily, they must get rid of their pas- 
sengers. How this should be done was 
not settled without a further talk. The 
passengers did not wish to go knocking 
about the ocean in a craft without offi- 
cers or navigator, and when it was sug- 
gested that they take to the longboat 
and make for the Azores, 800 miles 
away, there was not much opposition. 
Two of the single men knew something 
about handling a boat, and the craft 
they were to take was big enough to 
hold twice their number. Nearly the 
whole day had passed before this de- 
cision was reached, and then it was 
agreed that no move should be made be- 
fore the nuxt morning. No fault could 
be found with the behavior of the men. 
They did no vork, as a matter of ..course, 
but were quiet and kept to their end of 
the ship. Had we been overhauled on 
that first day no resistance would have 
been made, but as the hours slipped 
away the men became more anxious to 
aVOlQ tielue tnlxoki 
During the night the longboat waa 


got over and fitted out. She was provid- 
ed with sailors, water, food, lanterns, 
bedding and whatever could be thought 
of for the comfort and safety of her oc- 
cupants. The weather was pleasant, the 
season pacific, and there was every 
chance that the boat would land at the 
Azores all right. She left us about 9 
o'clock next morning, all the passengers 
going willingly and seemingly to be in 
good spirits, and all the men shook 
hands with each arid every one of the 
crew. When she was a mile away, sail 
was made on the bark, and we headed 
for the African coast. It liad been set- 
tled among the men to run into the 
Moorish coast and wreck the bark and 
take their chances. I was ordered to get 
ready and go with the boat, but protest- 
ed so vigorously that I was finally per- 
mitted to remain, but the man with the 
broken arm, who was still a great suf- 
ferer and useless as a sailor, was sent 
ofl with the passengers. 


For five days and nights after losing 


eight of the boat we worked our way to 
the east, but being short handed and 
without officers the bark was kept un- 
der easy sail and her pace was slow. No 
crew could have been more orderly or 
agreed better. There was not even -a dis- 
pute, nor did any one suggest that the 
cabins be looted of their stores and val- 
uables. The only idea advanced was to 
reach the coast and get clear of any pur- 
suit 
On the morning of the sixth day, 


when the coast was almost in sight, a 
British man-of-war which was coming 
tip from Cape Town sighted us and be- 
gan signaling. No one aboard could 
make out what she meant or answer 
her, and as a result her suspicions were 
aroused and she made pursuit. 
We 


packed on sail aud stood for the coast 
until her shot began to come aboard, 
and then there was nothing to do but 
surrender. 
Ten minutes after the 


stranger was alongside our story was 
known, and within half an hour all our 
crew except me were in irons. As to 
the longboat, she was picked up next 
day after she put off, and her people 
carried back to England. We were tak- 
en to London without a stop. 
On the 


voyage a mutineer named Hawkins 
committed suicide, but all others were 
safely landed in court. The trial lasted 
for days and days. The passengers, or a 
part of them, were on hand to give evi- 
dence in favor of the crew, and there 
was much public sympathy expressed, 
but I was the only one who escaped pun- 
ishment. Two men got imprisoned for 
life and all the others received sen- 
tences of from 5 to 15 years. As I was 
only a boy it was argued that I could 
have known nothing, and indeed all the 
men testified that such was the case, 
though some of the jurors thought that 
my sticking to the ship was an act call- 
ing for some sort of punishment. Hard 
as was the punishment at the men, had 
we reached the Moorish coast and got 
ashore their fate would probably have 
been worse, as each and every one 
would have been sold into slavery for 
life. "
